To the Citizens of Merrimack Conuty: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack 
ineutty herewith present the annual report of. the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
Farm and House of Correction, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Jailer, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chap- 
lain and Auditors for the year ending December 31, 


1914. 
County Farm. 


Boe. affairs at the County Farm have been under the 
same management as for some years past, with Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred G. Evans as Superintendent and Matron. 
Wie tice! that they have’ been most successful in their 
efforts in caring for those committed to their care. The 
Werte past Has been a busy one at the: Farm in~many 
ways. The work of installing’ a new water system, 
which was authorized by the County Convention of 
1911, has been completed and is in successful operation. 
A new reservoir of nearly twenty times the capacity of 
the old one, has been built of cement and stone. A 
new eight-inch iron service pipe has been laid to replace 
the old four-inch pipe. This not only affords an abun- 
dant water supply for domestic purposes but gives a 
much better fire protection. This new reservoir will 
also furnish an opportunity to procure the necessary ice 
supply which heretofore it has been necessary to haul a 
distance of several miles. 

During the year a considerable amount of pasture 
land has been taken up and converted into valuable til- 
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lage land. All this work has been done by prisoners, 
under the direction of the farm foreman and his assis- 
tant. The herd of Holstein cattle is constantly being 
improved and is now the largest ever owned by the 
county. In the report of the superintendent on another 
page will be found a complete record of the number of 
people cared for in the different departments during the 
year, amount of crops raised and other statistics.

Jail during the year was the largest for many years. 
Unless general conditions improve, it will be necessary 
to enlarge this institution in the near future. We trust, 
however, that this will not be necessary. The jail 
continues under the efficient management of High - 
Sheriff Charles P. Smith, to whose report we would re- 
fer you to another page.

There are no outstanding notes against the County, 
and there are no unpaid bills in the hands of the Com- 
missioners. During the year $6,000 of maturing bonds 
have been paid. The indebtedness of the County con- 
sists of $12,000 in bonds issued in 1897. $6,000 of these 
will be paid this year and the balance next year. To 
offset this debt, the County had cash in the treasury on 
the last day of the year to the amount of $36,438.73, thus 
making a net cash surplus of $24,438.73 over all in- 
debtedness. 
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In consideration of the fact that the county tax assess- 
ment for the year 1914 was the lowest for nearly a 
quarter of a century, we trust the present condition 
of affairs will meet with the approval of the citizens and 
taxpayers of Merrimack County. 

In submitting this report, we take the opportunity to 
extend our thanks and appreciation to the selectmen, 
overseers of the poor and all officers-and citizens in the 
County for the interest and co-operation they have 
taken in the work of the year just closed.

GENTLEMEN :—There has been no’epidemic and very 
few cases of acute illness at the Farm during the past 
year. We have good water, good sewerage and the 
buildings are well equipped for their purpose with one 
exception. We need a small hospital and a resident 
trained nurse. More room is needed, and I would sug- 
gest that we enlarge in this way, a hospital with a 
ward each for male and female, with several rooms for 
the very sick. This would relieve the congestion on 
both sides of building.

Commitments during the April, 1914 Term were as 
follows:

Four respondents were given jail sentences and costs, 
the jail sentences suspended during good behavior, and 
the mittimuses to be issued on call of the Solicitor.. 
Sentences of six months in jail and fines were imposed 
in three cases. In two of these cases the jail sentences 
were suspended upon payment of a $50 fine and costs 
of prosecution. In one case a sentence of six months 
in jail and a fine of $200 and costs was imposed, both 
the jail sentence and the fine being suspended upon pay- 
ment of costs of prosecution. 
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One respondent was sentenced to State Prison on an 
indictment found at the October, 1912, Term of Court. 

At the October, 1914, Term of the Superior Court the 
Grand Jury returned the following list of twenty-two

In the other cases fines, or sentences of fines and im- 
prisonment in various penal institutions were imposed, 
the fines and sentences being suspended in the discretion 
of the Court during good behavior. 

In STATE’v. JOHN GOUIN and STATE v. (HARVEy an 
Dow, the respondents were found guilty of rape by the 
verdict of a jury in each case. In STATE v. JENNIE M. 
Mitts a plea of manslaughter in the first degree was 
entered by the respondent and accepted by the state. A 
trial was then had before the Court on the question of 
SEnréence, 

In STATE vy. JOSEPH LANGLOTS an indictment for rape 
was found by the Grand Jury at the April, 1913, Term 
of the Superior Court. The respondent was committed 
at that time, upon a plea of not guilty by reason of 
insanity, to the State Hospital for observation. © The 
Superintendent of the State Hospital reported at the 
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October, 1914, Term that in his opinion the respondent 
should be confined permanently in the State Hospital 
by reason of his mental condition. It was so ordered 
by the Court. Two appeals from judgments in the 
District Court for the District of Concord have not yet 
been disposed of. One appeal from the District Court 
for the District of Bradford was dismissed on payment 
of costs, and one appeal from a hearing before a Justice 
of the Peace in February, 1913, was dismissed. 

There have been the usual number of prosecutions for 
minor offences in the various District Police Courts in 
meee ounty. —lhése have been taken care’ ‘of by the 
Solicitor and many of them have been satisfactorily dis- 
posed of under the final jurisdiction of the District 
Police Courts. : 

I have continued the policy of offering to counsel for 
persons under arrest, accused of crime, an opportunity 
to have the testimony of any witnesses, who would tes- 
tify to the innocence of the accused, presented to the 
Grand Jury at the expense of the County. The knowl- 
edge of this offer, well known to the bar and through 
them to their clients, has had a beneficial effect gen- 
erally, and in certain specific cases where it has been put 
into effect the results have been highly gratifying and 
have been ample justification for the continuance of the 
practice: 

REEOMMENDATIONS. 


I have received from various police sources requests 
for descriptions and photographs of persons apprehended 
in this County and placed in jail. I am informed that 
it has not been customary to photograph prisoners or 
take a description at the time each is incarcerated. It 
seems to me that this would be a very desirable thing to 
do, particularly in cases where men are charged with 
such serious crimes as rape and murder. The expense 
would be small. In one case I have instructed the 
sheriff to do this and I earnestly recommend that the 
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provisions of Chapter 24, Section 1, of the Session Laws 
of 1907, relating to the Bertillon method for the identifi- 
cation of criminals, be put in force in this County and 
that the sheriff be assured that the County will pay the 
expense incident to this course. 

It is a pleasure to be able to state that the sheriff and 
deputy sheriffs in this County are efficient and have 
rendered me valuable assistance in the prosecution of the 
various activities of, my. office: There are, howemen, 
certain things that thust necessarily be done, in the 
preparation of criminal cases for trial that in their very 
nature cannot be done successfully by a sheriff or deputy 
sheriff in conjunction with the other duties they per- 
‘form and must perform. I therefore again recommend 
the creation, of a force of state police. © There, has) been 
some activity along this line by others in the state en- 
trusted with the enforcement of our criminal laws and I 
expect to co-operate with them to the end that a begin- 
ning at least of a state police force may be created
